Radio Liberty said, residents were 
warned to report headaches and 
temperatures and to drink water 
only from wells which had been 
cohered. 
Another two weeks later, an 
epidemic broke out and was de­ 
scribed by local doctors a* “ virus 
flu.” Radio Liberty said. Manv 
persons suffered temporary paral­ 
ysis. loss of hair, delirium and 
complications involving the lungs, 
kidneys and spine—all signs of ra­ 
diation '¡ckness, according to the 
broadca'.

12, and 17 equals 32. 
Vaughn's odd results are a re­ 
sult of an experiment he is con­ 
ducting in his basic math class to 
rem ove life-long mental blocks tc 
learning. 
Basic math classes, Vaughn ex­ 
plains. are made up of students 
who have not mastered fundamen­ 
tal arithm etic. 
Since his students have troubh 
with c o n v e n t i o n a l systems, 
Vaughn has devised a new num­ 
ber system 
that he hopes will 
eventually lead some of them ai 
far as algebra. 
He believes that some student! 
simply have mental blocks against 
m ath. "At the first of the year/' 
Vaughn said, "I gave them arith­ 
metic tests — 100 problems. Their 
grades were terrible." 
New System 
*‘f thought about it," Vaughn 
says, "and decided that we might 
overcom e their resistance to num­ 
bers if we started with a new 
number system — something to­ 
tally outside their experience." 
He 
explained 
that 
our 
digits 
system , 
based on unite of ten, 
was devised bv primitive man be­ 
cause his fen fingers and ten toes 
made it a natuial unit of count­ 
ing. 
However, he said, on Mars ot 
Venus or somewhere else, three­ 
fingered creatures might create a 
system based on units of three. 
Or. five-fingered creatures might 
find a system of five units expe­ 
dient. 
"We^ started using 
blocks 
ol 
three." 
Vaughn said 
"f w e n t 
slowly and. after we’d worked on 
that, we went to blocks of five/1 
It is in the five unit system 
that 17 equals 32. 
In our system the I in 17 rep­ 
resents one 10. and the 7 repre­ 
sents seven l ’s. Seventeen is one 
10 plus seven l ’s. 
Base of Five 
However, if we used units el 
five as a ba<e. 17 would be rep. 
resented by 3. representing three 
5’s. and a 2. representing two 1**. 
Some of Vaughn's students even 
used systems based on 12. They 
could not even do simple arithm e­ 
tic before but with the new system 
were getting the right answers. 
One boy who got only nine prob­ 
lems 
right 
on 
he 
first 
simple 
arithmetic 
test, 
increased 
his 
score 25 per cent using the 5 unit 
system, and jumped 4* per cent 
using a base-12 system. 
Vaughn admits that he does not 
know whether the experiment will 
»urn out successfully. "The trou­ 
ble is." he says, "f don't know 
what will happen when we make 
the transition back to everyday 
math."

B r o d y recalled conversations 
with numerous ’"9 to 5 Commu­ 
nists," who respect the East, ad­ 
mire American freedom and pow­ 
er. 
Returning briefly to the space 
Question. Brody conceded the ob­

Pooe Pius, a firm believer in ma­ 
terial strength and education as 
the hope of western civilization, 
presented Brody with one of three 
specis! gold rings with Vatican in­ 
scriptions. The other two went to 
President Franklin Roosevelt and 
the special 
wartime presidential 
envoy to the Vatican. 
Threats and speeches may ac- 
comoanv the Soviet C o n g r e s s 
which opened Tuesday, but Brodv 
emphasized that most of the Russ 
bluster is for foreign consumption. 
"Much — in fact most of it — 
isn’t reported in Russia at all," he 
said. Brody termed Russia’s com­ 
modity situation "hopelessly be­ 
hind needs,’ and added the Rus­ 
sian people who don’t want a war 
“ have everything to say about it.” 
Brody predicted the Unired Na­ 
tions will be stronger than ever 
three years from now, but called 
for Americans to “ tend our own 
store, and recognize the cold war 
will remain with us during our 
lifetime.”

Group psychotherapy is a group 
of people, who through verbal and 
emotional interaction under t h e 
guidance of a psychotherapist, an­ 
alyze and resolve their deep seat­ 
ed personality problems 
Partici­ 
pation in the group is a unique 
experience in our culture. 
In no other social group, is it 
safe to express emotions of a very 
personal nature, 
without embar­ 
rassment, reprisal, ridicule or cri­ 
ticism. No other situation affords 
one the opportunity to observe one­ 
self in intimate interpersonal con­ 
tact. to discover one’s deep per­ 
sonality patterns and to gain in­ 
sight into the behavior of others. 
The atmosphere of group sessions 
is a rare cooperative undertaking, 
where people care what happens 
to one another. It is a situation 
where individual destinies are heav­ 
ily intertwined. 
Group therapy differs from in­ 
dividual therapy in 
the respect 
that problems are not only discuss­ 
ed with the psychologist, but are 
part of the ongoing action. T h e 
therapist is in a better position to 
help, since he does not have to 
take the patient's possibly distort­ 
ed conception of what he has ex­ 
perienced. He has an opportunity 
to see how the patient 
actually 
handles different kinds of people 
and situations. 
Helped to Face Situations 
Feelings and behavior that one 
is not allowed in society, are free­ 
ly expressed in the confidential 
group situation. Here, the patient 
has an opportunity to play out the 
role or personality type 
of 
his 
day-dreams, to act and be differ­ 
ent. He can fumble for expression 
without fear, can utter thoughts 
and feelings that have been kept 
hidden for a life time, and can 
share emotions previously thought 
to be unique and unacceptable. He 
is helped to face situations from 
which he has always fled. 
This is not simply a crowd of 
people sitting around gossiping or 
spilling their woes to obtain sym­ 
pathy. This is a group of people 
caught up in the group dynamic 


—the camaraderie that Inevitably 
occurs when people systematical 
ly help each other. There are in* 
ternal struggles, factions, hilarities 
jealousies, and tenderness that re­ 
sult from the intimacy of 
tha 
situation. 


Behavior is Confined 
Benefit! derive from 
the fact 
that the neurotic behavior is con­ 
fined to the group, where it it 
analyzed and interpreted for bet­ 
ter understanding. It. thereofore, 
does not have to occur in other 
social situations, where the conse­ 
quences are more serious. F o r 
example, the woman who finds it 
necessary to seduce all males, in­ 
cluding those in the group, soon 
learns the basis of this behavior, 
and is on her way to developing 
more stable relationships. 
One never ceases to be amazed 
at the variability, complexity and 
intensity of emotional and inter­ 
personal processes that occur in 
group therapy. People openly dis­ 
cuss their shortcomings for th e 
first time. They divulge life-long 
secrets an dsecret desires. They 
use the group to increase their 
self-esteem, 
knowledge 
a b o u t 
themselves, others, 
and 
general 
social understanding. 
Professional Needed 
The actual therapeutic aspect of 
the experience, is due to the "work 
culture" of the group. Such a cul­ 
ture or atmosphere does not occur 
without a professional leader, who 
understands what 
if 
going 
on 
from moment to moment and is a 
constant catalyst for tha group. 
Patients are emotionally caught up 
by the group p r o e e s i . Because 
strong emotions are elicited, they 
are able to see unconscious as­ 
pects of their personality problems 
in stark relief. 
The subject matter in g r o u p 
therapy is as varied as life itself. 
Sooner or later, almost every ave­ 
nue of experience is explored so 
that when the patient leaves ther­ 
apy, he is a broadened person 
with greater 
understanding 
and 
with a great reservoir of experi­ 
ence from which to approach life. 


You Can Build Radiation 
Detector for Just 15 Cents 


SUNNYVALE. Calif. (U P I) - A 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. engineer 
says anybody can build a do-it- 
yourself home radiation detector 
for about 15 cents. 


According to William Brooks of 
Sunnyvale, the radiation counter is 
an 
old 
fashioned 
electroscope, 
known to all high school physics 
students. 
It was used decades ago by 
Perrie and Mane Curie, discover­ 
ers of radium. 
First. 
Brooks 
says,

spoon horizontally across sn emp­ 
ty water glass. Tie pieces of alu­ 
minum foil to one end of a wire 
and attach the other end of the 
wire around the handle of the 
spuon. The foil should dangle in­ 
side the glass. 
For the radiation test, rub a 
plastic 
or 
glass 
rud 
briskly 
against your clothing, then place 
the rod near the dangling foil 
without touching it. If your cloth- 
contains no radiation, the leaves 
of foil should spread apart. 
Next, hold the rod near the 
wire and touch the wire with the 
fingers. The foil should close to­ 
gether again. Remove your finger 
from the wire and take away the 
charged rod. The leaves should 
spread apart. 
This means that a charge is 
stored in the aluminum, and the 
foil leaves should gradually lose 
the charge and 
close 
together 
again in about 45 minutes 
“ But in the presence of lethal 
radiation,” 
Brooks 
said, 
"t h e 
leaves will close together imme­ 
diately. 
Brooks explained that this de­ 
vice works because gamma rays 
ionize the electric charge .Radia­ 
tion removes the charge of elec­ 
tricity generated from the clothing 
and placed on the foil.

Political Pot Already Simmering 


Primary elections are still several months 


In the future but the jockeying for position 


has already started among Republicans eye­ 


ing tbe nomination for the congressional seat 


from the nesv 3Sth California district, form­ 


erly the 29th, covering Riverside and Imperial 


Counties. 
From all indications, incumbent Congress­ 


man D. S. Saund, assuming lie'll be a candi­ 


date for re-election on the Democratic ticket, 


will face a stiffer fight in November, 1962, 


than be faced in 1968 and 1960 when he 


picked up clear-cut victories. 
Six wi ll known Republicans, none of whom 


is as yet an avowed candidate, are being 


prominently mentioned for the June, 1962, 
Republican primary ticket. Tun meetings 
have already been set by Republican leaders 
of the county to meet those mentioned and 
to discuss campaign plans although this is 
only October. 
The action may be early but it is already 
heavy. Three names are mentioned as almost 
sure candidates and the possibility list con­ 
tains three more and may run deeper. 
Leonard Campbell Beaumont minister who 
ran a strong second in the 1960 Republican 
congressional primary, is reported an almost 
certain candidate. 
Another who looms strong in the early 
political talk is Pat Martin, county seat at­ 


torney, despite his repeated assertions that 
"I am not a candidate.” 
Another considered and almost certain can­ 
didate is Richard Darling, Riverside real es­ 
tate man. 
Tire list of potential candidates goes on 
to include Charles Jameson of Corona, cit­ 
rus rancher, who was the Republican nomi­ 
nee in 1960 and who lost to Saund that year. 
H e refuses to commit himself but will toss in 
his hat if he feels the draft. 
Also mentioned frequently and prom inent­ 
ly is Jack Tennev, former state senator from 
Los Angeles and long active in state politics. 
H e has been a resident of Banning for the 
past two years and is reportedly in semi-re­ 
tirem ent from political activity. 
W inding up the half dozen, any of whose 
nam es or all of them may appear on the 
June COP ballot, is Claude K. Wilkinsen of 
Riverside, a retired naval commander. He ad­ 
m its he is giving thought to entering the race. 
Each of the six mentioned has a group of 
friends rallying about them and while none 
will come right out at present with a positive 
statement, chances are the announcements 
will come before the first of the year. 
They all agree on one thing. It will take 
an aggressive campaign base on sound prin­ 
ciples to upset Saund and his philosophy. 
But all six believe it can b e done. 
This is certain. The people of the 38th dis­ 
trict will not want for political excitement 
during the next eight months.

Are you an “lf-only” motorist? According 


to the United States Junior Chamber of Com­ 


merce an “if only" driver is one who could 


have averted an accident IF ONLY he had 
driven as he should. 
And the U.S. Junior Chamber has declared 
war on drivers of that kind, involved in nor- 
piallv preventable accidents. 
Bob Conger, national JC president, sums 
It up: 
“The fact that life is crushed out of 38,000 
living human beings by traffic carelessness 
each year in this country, is a national dis­ 
grace. So is the fact that almost one and one 
half million men, women and children are 
annually injured in vehicle lunacy. 
“That two out of every ten accidents in­ 
volve chronically accident-prone drivers is ab­ 
ominable. But that the other eight accidents 
were caused by normally conscientious driv­ 
ers, is utterly shocking. 
“Forget about y o u r intentions. The moment 
of truth in y o u r family's safety comes when 


you admit that as a driver, you are still the 
biggest potential cause of an accident.” 
A quarter million Jaycees in the nation have 
been enlisted in the campaign to bring home 
this truth to the motorist before an accident 
leaves him to futilely lament, “If only . . 
.”

Kennedy's in 


Budget Trap 


Roosevelt Hit

WASHINGTON ÍUPI) 
- Old- 
tim ers will recall that the budget j 
tia p into which President Ken- ' 
nedy 
stumbled 
is the 
identical; 
one that often caught Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Kennedy set the trap for him 
self in mid-summer when he said 
in a «speech of the Berlin crifis 
that the 1963 federal budget would 
be balanced and that taxes would . 
be raised if that were necessary 
to balance the book. The Presi­ 
dent will submit the 1963 budget 
to Congress next January. It will 
become effective July 1. 1962 and 
continue through the fiscal year 
until midnight, June 30. 1963. 
FDR repeatedly during his early 
White House years trapped him­ 
self with promises to balance the 
budget. He never made it. from 
first to last. In the late 1930s be­ 
gan the big spending rearmament 
of the United States to become 
the arsena' of democracy. This 
spending 
boomed 
the economy. 
Budget deficits were charged to 
national defense and none could 
ccmplain against that. 
War and rearmament absorbed 
the unemployed, something which 
years of New 
Deal make-work 
spending could not achieve. FDR 
no longer was promising to bal­ 
ance the budget because he had 
no more need to defend his big 
spending, deficit record. National 
defense was responsible and that 
was that. 


JFK Same Spot 
So it is with President Kennedy, 
h e has had to hedge on his prom­ 
ise of a 1963 balanced budget. He 
is talking now of large and un­ 
predictable military spending. He 
f»lc last week’s news conference 
ffiat there will be revenue suffi­ 
cient to balance the 1963 budget 
unless m ilitary costs zoom. 
“And they may,” he said, “be­ 
cause of events in southeast Asia 
or Western Europe. At that time 
w t will then make a judgment 
as to how much we can cut from 
non-defense 
expenditures. 
And, 
secondly how much of a tax bur­ 
den 
can 
be 
sustained 
without 
strangling the economy.” 
The imp’ication is that defense 
of the American Way of life is 
compelling the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration to overspend the govern­ 
ment's income in the deficit tradi* 
tion that began in 1930 and has 
continued with not much 
inter­ 
ruption. That is what the taxpay­ 
ers will be led to believe bv most 
of what they hear from Washing­ 
ton about the budget, 
spending 
and taxes. 
What's Not Heard 


What the taxpayers do not hear 
much about from Washington is 
that defense 
is 
not 
the 
guilty 
party. Tax Foundation. Inc., re­ 
cently published a review of fed­ 
eral spending. For example, here 
are federal spending figures 
for
